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Sunday  Laws. 

To  the  Editor: 

We  have  recently  had  our  attention 
called  to  some  very  flagrant  instances 
of  Sabbath  desecration  in  Bloomfield,  and 
all  good  citizens  must  be  grateful  for  the 
action  of  the  Town  Committee  In  taking 
steps  to  suppress  these  occurences. 
It  is  to  he  devotedly  hoped  that  the 
good  work  of  law  enforcement  may  go 
on  until  we  have  hero  the  Sabbath  the 
law  entitles  us  to. 

The  suppression  of  rowdyism,  and  of 
ball  playing  are  steps  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.  But  the  laws  of  this  state  are  just 
ab  explicit  and  stringent  with  respect  to 
some  other  things.  The  law  makee  it  an 
offence  and  imposes  a  penalty  for  travel¬ 
ing,  worldly  employment,  ordinary  or 
servile  work,  for  shooting,  fishing,  fre¬ 
quenting  tippling  houses,  playing  games, 
or  for  exposing  goods  for  sale,  etc. 

These  laws  may  be  easily  enforced, 
for  any  citizen  or  company  ,  of  citizens 
may  bring  an  offender  before  a  Justice, 
who  on  satisfactory  evidence  must  impose 
a  penalty.  It  is  clear  that  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  these  laws  would  close  every 
sandy  and  fruit  store,  all  ice  cream  par¬ 
lors,  cigar- shops,  aud  stop  the  sale  of 
soda  water  on  Sunday.  It  would  also  stop 
Sunday  drinking,  fpr  not  only  Is  it  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  law  for  saloon  keepers  to  sell  on 
Sunduy,  but  it  is  also  an  offence  for  any¬ 
one  to  frequent  a  saloon  on  Sunday, 
whether  he  drinks  or  not,  and  the  liuing 
of  a  few  of  the  young  men  who  are  seen 
entering  saloons  on  Sunday  would  have  a 
good  effect  perhaps  upon  them. 

There  are  just  now  special  reasoneerhy 
the  people  of  Bloomfield  should  rally  to¬ 
gether  and  unite  In  the  enforcement  of 
these  laws.  Fruit  ami  candy  stores  are 
oje*n  every  Sunday  and  the  prospects  are 
that  tluoiigh  the  opening  of  the  new 
< tlenwood  Park  on  Sunday  our  town  will 
be  filled  with  a  class  of  people  who  will 
frequent  these  stores  and  we  shall  have  a 
noiser,  busier  Sunday  than  ever. 

Surely  the  respectable  and  Christian 
people  of  Bloomfield  will  not  tolerate 
these  evils  long  when  it  is  In  there  power 
to  suppress  them.

Village  Improvement  Association. 

The  Village  Improvement  Association 
Committee  of  Ten  met  in  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  rooms  on  Friday  night.  The 
adoptiun  of  a  systematic  plan  of  woik  to 
t^e  undei taken  by  the  association  was 
discussed  and  several  mntlcrs  were 
brought  forward  Wmt  were  considered  of 
great  importance  tbsthe  taxpaying  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  town.  Annoug  them  were 
the  preservation  of  law  and  orUeP,  stop¬ 
page  of  Sunday  saloon  traffic,  securing  a 
new  water  supply  and  a  sewerage  system, 
establishment  of  a  uniform  grade  of 
stieets,  electric  lights  aud  police  serviee. 
It  was  stated  that  the  influence  of  an 
organized  body  like  the  association  would 
have  more  power  with  the  Town  Commit¬ 
tee  in  securing  the  above  objects  than  the 
weak  efforts  of  individuals.  The  present 
police  force  was  consideied  a  mere  apol- 
ogy  for  one  at  the  best,  (no  reflection  on 
the  individual  members — simply  the  sys¬ 
tem.  )  It  was  stated  that  with  regard  to 
electric  lights  Montclair  was  ready  to 
■tvop**rate  with  Bloomfield  In  this  matter, 
and  that  the  Town  Committee  of  that 
place  had  resolved  to  bring  the  subject 
before  the  Bloomfield  Committee.  Two 
well-known  and  responsible  companies 
were  said  to  have  expressed  a  readiness 
to  erect  a  plant  for  the  purpose  of  supply¬ 
ing  both  towns  provided  the  authorities 
would  make  it  an  object.  It  was  prophe¬ 
sied  that  it  would  not  l>e  long  before  this 
town  would  have  to  look  elst  where  than  ■ 
to  the  Ea»t  Orange  Water  Company  for  | 
its  water  supply,  as  the  rapid  growth  of  I 
test  Orange  made  it  evident  that  that  I 
town  would  soon  require  the  eutire  output. 
In  view  of  this  fact  it  became  very  im¬ 
portant  that  Bloomfield  should  prepare 
to  meet  any  such  emergency.  The  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  uniform  grade  for  l^oomfield 
streets  was  urged  as  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  as  vexatious  litigation  would 
inevitably  be  the  result  of  a  neglect  to 
give  prompt  attention.  Property  owners 
were  seriously  Inconvenienced  and  put  to 
considerable  expense  by  changes  in  the 
grades  of  streets.  One  surveyor  would 
find  errors  in  the  work  of  his  predecessor 
and  the  consequence  was  an  upsetting  of 
alt  the  improvements  by  residents  along 
the  line  of  the  affected  -tieets.  The  Su¬ 
preme  Court  had  ruled  in  this  matter  iu 
the  case  of  flic  city  of  Hoboken  aud  the 
authorities  must  make  good  the  damage 
to  property  in  cases  of  this  kind.  The 
possibility  of  the  East  Orange  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  becoming  a  public  nui¬ 
sance  was  talked  over.  Mr.  X  II.  Dodd 
said  that  a  committee  from  the  aasoc'a- 
tion  had  given  the  works  a  thorough  ex¬ 
amination  at  their  commencement  and  iu 
their  opinion  there  was  no  danger  of  a 
nuisance  arising  from  them  if  properly 
managed.  At  the  same  time  they  in¬ 
formed  the  East  Orange  officials  that 
proceedings  would  i»e  taken  against  them 
if  a  general  complaint  was  made.  Another 
matter  spoken  of  which  perhaps  it  would 
tie  well  to  mention  was  the  enlargement 
of  the  powers  of  the  Town  Committee. 
It  was  stated  that  Blootufleld  had  out¬ 
grown  the  statutory  limits  imposed  on 
country  town  governing  boards.
